The Governour of the Caftle del 
Ovo, has been ficz'd and fent Prifoner to Baya, for 
havieg been in the Eccefiaftical Territories without 
a Pals port and wi:hout ihe Knowledge of Cardi- 
nal Grimaniour Viceroy. The left Advices from 
Sicil; tell us, thar the Marquis de los Balbafes had 
caus'd two Magiftrares to be hang’d, and fome 
Clergymen to be put under Confinement, on ful 
picion of their holding a Corre{pondence with the 
Allies: Tha: Care is takeato put the City of Mef- 
fina into a good Condition of Defence, in cafe any 
Attempt fhould be made againft ic by the confede- 
rate Fleet; and particularly that 4o Cannon ate 
plac’d to defend rhe Entrance of the Harbour, 
From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated Dec. 14. 
Rome, Nov. 24. Yefterday the Pope enter’d into 
the Ninth Year of his Pontificate; oa which Occa- 
fion a Chappel wes held in his Holynefs’s Preience, 
and ke receiv’d theCompliments cf the facred College 
from Cardinal Acciajoli their Vice-Dean. H's An- 
{wer was in few Words, but well weigh'd and adap- 
ted to the prefent Junctuse ef Affair. On Thuil 
day laft, after holding a Congregation of the Holy 
Offi:e, ihe Pore cali’d a Congregation ef Scare ; and 
the Day gave 2n Audience to the Marquis de 
Prie which letted 4 Hours. We expect wich grear 
Impatience the return of cheCourier fenr to Vienna by 
the M.de Prie ; and thathe wit! bring moderateTerms 
of Accommodation. In the mean time, whatever De- 
mands that Marquis has made,’tisfaid the Pope thinks 
them very exorbicant ; thathe is very much diflurb'd 
at the Hoftiities commited by the Imperialifts in 
the Ferrareze and the lower Romagna, the rather 
becaufe they compel the Magiftrates of Plac:s to 
Swear Fidelity to the Emperour ; end that be bas 
declar’d be will rather Sacrifice bimfelf to the In- 
terefts of the Holy See, than ever part with one 
Inch of its Aeqaifisions either ia Spirituals or Teme 
porals. The «virailicrs who were fent to Foligno, 
return’d hither Yeflerdav, bringing back 30c000 
Crowns which had been fent towards Romagna for 
the Ule of the Troops uader General Marfigli. The 


Marfhal de Theffe keeps his Bed, being very ill of 
the Gout: He wai:s the Return of a Courier with 
further Orders and Inftructions from the Court of 
France. The Pope's 4 Galleys are arriv’d at Civita- 
Vecchia from Marfcilles, with 4 or 500 Soldiers 
new raisdin the County of Avignon, and feveral 
Chefts fii'd with Arms for 2009 Men. Cardinal 
Grimani had caus’d a Veffel carrying the Pope’s 
Colours,which a Neapolitan Privateer had taken, to 
be fer at Liberty ; but coming our of the Port of 
Orbitello, the was taken by an Englith Man of War, 
the Captain of which {aid he had Orders from his 
Sovereign to ficzz all the Shins he fhould meet be- 
longing to the Pope or his Subjects : Some other 
Englifh Men of War chac'd his Holynefs’s 4 Galleys, 
which efcap’d by favour of a Fog. The Pope ap- 
pear'd to be very much alarm’d, when thele chings 
were told him.

The Lerrers from Florence tell 
us, that the great Duke of Tufcany has determin’d 
not to engage with the Pope in any League againft 
the Emperour: That the Proje& of a Marriage be- 
rween the Cardinal de Medicis and the Princefs of 
Carignan, is afife; and thee "twas talk’d a 
Match is in Treaty berween one of the Archdut- 
cheffes of Auftria and his Eminescy.
